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FRENCH TROOPS RETAKE 


ALLIES SEND GERMANS 
^BACKWARD EVERYWHERE 
IN PRECIPITATE RETREAT 


All Along Battle Line from Soissons to Thil­ 
lois, French, British and American Fight­ 
ers Have Pushed in Entire Enemy Front 
—Allied Big Guns Dominate Plains.

W ITH TH E FRENCH ARM Y IN FRANCE, Aug. 2. — 
B y the A ssociated Pre**.— Soi»*on* ha* been retaken and 
th e valley o f the Cri*e ha* been crossed. 
The a llied line this evening run* from Pomiers to Sois­ 
sons, thence to B elleu the valley of the Crise. Chacrise and 
A rcy-St. R estitue thru the center of the forest of N esles to 
the village o f th e sam e nam e and thru the center o f the 
forest of Rheim * to Lagery, Lhery and Tram ry. 
N orth of 
the last nam ed three place* French cavalry has advanced 
about another m ile to the Bois Ie M oine and Tre»Ion. 
B rouillet is still in the enem y's hands, in flam es and fa r­ 
ther east near R heim s, T hillois has been retaken. 
T he day w a s one of continued success for the arm ies 
o f G eneral alangin*, D e G outte and B erthelot. 
A ll along 
the line the G erm ans have been forced to hurry their re­ 
treat esp ecially on the w est and center of the salient. The 
enem y is com p letely devastating the country as he retires 
^ c a r r y in g out th e settled G erm an policy. 
T he French are now on the edge of the plateau be- 
V m e e n the Crise and V esle, after an advance which at som e 
P f places w as three m iles deep w ithin seven m iles of Fism es. 
lf T he enem y it now seem s certain, must retire to the V esle 
and very probably to the A isne. 
A cop y of the Berlin 
T ageb lat received behind the French lin es contains the 
follow in g article w ritten recently by Herr H egeler, its war 
corresp on d en t: 
“ From the strategical ooint of view the seven d a y s’ 
b attle has been a com plete failure. 
N evertheless success 
h as been gain ed w hich I can register today. 
A new part 
of France has been laid w aste. 
E veryw here are ruined 
tow ns, villa g es and farm s. 
F ires light up^ the nights, and 
a ll day thick clou d s o f sm oke, caused by violent explosions 
flo a t over the ravaged corn field s and destroyed forests.

The crisis in the allied offensive on the Soissons-Rheims 
salient apparently has been reached. 
French troops have entered the town of Soissons, the 
western anchor point of what remains of the famous sali­ 
ent and all along the thirty-six miles of curving battle line 
from Soissons to Thillois which lies about three miles west 
of Rheim3. 
French, American and British troops have 
pushed in the entire enemy front and sent the Germans 
backward everywhere in precipitate retreat. 
Over the battle front the allies, by quick and forcible 
onslaught have deeply indented the German defense line 
for splendid gains which seemingly foreshadow tim neces­ 
sity of the eventual retirement of the forces ol the German 
crown prince to more tenable ground north. 
N egotiate M ost of HiII»and Forest Country 
The plains behind the northwestern portion of the bat­ 
tle front now are entirely dominated by allied big guns; 
south, the French and Americans have negotiated almost 
all of the hill and forest country and are encroaching per­ 
ceptibly toward the Fismes railway, while on the east the 
British and French are almost astride the Rheims-Soissons 
railway and have their guns now so placed that the enemy 
is sure to be sorely tried as he endeavors to press back and 
gain refuge along the Vesle river. 
M ay Be Forced to Take R efuge North of Aisne 
Just how far the retreat of the Germans will go can­ 
not now be forecast but with the southern line swinging 
northward in conjunction with that on the east toward the 
Vesle and with the French dominating the eastward I rom 
Soissons, it is not improbable that the Germans may be 
compelled to take refuge north of the Aisne. 


A llies T ak e Num erous T ow ns and H am lets 
Numerous towns and hamlets have been captured by 
fhe allied troops during the latest fighting and at some 
« points they have advanced from two to three miles. South 
of Soissons the entire Crise river has been lorded by the 
allied troops, northeast of Fere-en-Tardenois the allied 
line has been pushed well to the west ol the region ot 
Grand Rozoy and the town of Saponny has been taken. 
In 
the center the Nesles Wood is being swept clean ct Ger­ 
mans by the French cavalry and Americans and French 
troops are pressing the Germans hard north of Bergy and 
Nesles. 
Further eastward almost to the gates ot Rheims, 
combined forces of British and French everywhere are 
sorely h arassin g the enemy. 
In this region in addition to 
Thillois the village of Ville-en-Tardenois is in allied hands 
and the French are now' on the heels of the Germans two 
and a half miles north of the Dormans-Rheims high road 
over a front of nearly four miles. 
Altogether viewed from 
the war maps the situation for the allied troops at present 
#^is most promising for complete success in ridding the Sois­ 
sons-Rheims salient entirely of the enemy. 


Invade Som e Positions w ith Little O pposition 
Thruout the latter phases of the battles the Germans 
have not shown their stamina of previous days and at some 
points allied troops, particularly Americans, were enabled 
to make their way into German positions with virtually no 
opposition. 
Al! behind the battlefield the smoke of burn­ 
ing towns is visible which seemingly would give weight to 
the prevailing belief in the allied capitals that the Ger­ 
man# are nowhere near the end of their retreat.

Aside from the Soissons-Rheims salient there ha% been 
little fighting in any of the war theatres. 
The British are 
continuing their raids on the Germans in France and Flan­ 
ders and the Germans at last accounts were heavily bom­ 
barding the British south of the Soipme and near Ypres.

$10 for each meeting. Under the aldermanic system before 
the mayor received a salary of $1200 a year and the alder­ 
men $3 each for regular meetings and $1 each for special 
meetings. 
The regular meetings therefore, in those days 
cost the city, in addition to the mayor’s salary, $36. 
Under the proposed plan the aldermen, if they so de­ 
sired, could charge the $10 and each meeting would thus 
cost the city $80 in addition to the salary of the mayor. The 
possibility of effecting a large saving in yearly salaries by 
a change to the aldermanic form is not great. There is no 
more reason for thinking that aldermen would fix their 
salaries at a minimum fee than that the commissioners 
would fix low salaries instead of taking them to the highest 
point. It is a fact that, considered in a country wide way, 
municipal government has not measured up well with state 
or national government in the matter of efficiency. 
The 
commission form plan has been generally looked upon ae 
a step toward securing greater efficiency. 
It provides for 
fixing of responsibility which does not result under the al­ 
dermanic form with its ward systems. 
It is a matter of comparatively recent history in Jack­ 
sonville that there were evils in connection with the alder­ 
manic form, with the aldermen vying with each other in 
the endeavor to take care of their own wards rather than 
to consider the good of the city as a whole. 
It is granted 
that the commission form act should have local applica­ 
tion. In other words it is hard to conceive of a law provid­ 
ing a municipal government which is suited to all cities 
alike, even of approximate population. 
There are differ­ 
ences in local problems and conditions. 
W hat is needed here in Jacksonville at this time is not 
a change of government plan from the commission form to 
the aldermanic form, but a consideration of certain local 
conditions. It is a fact that the city has a heavy floating 
debt and while it is true that nearly all other cities are in 
the same financial condition— or worse— that does not 
help out in the local problem. 
To repeat, the city has a 
large floating debt and the next city officials to come into 
power in May, whether under the commission form or the 
aldermanic form, will find an empty treasury. In fact, it 
will take more than the revenue of another year to wipe 
out the approved bills outstanding. 
The city’s revenues 
have not increased during the past few years, and, as has 
been so often stated before, the expenses of operation for 
the city have increased in a large way, just as is true of the 
expenses of individuals. 
So month after month the city 
has been getting into worse financial straits. 
These are war times and there is a .special call for pa­ 
triotism as affecting all affairs of the nation. 
So in the 
city these are war times, when it would certainly not be the 
result of good judgment to make any change in the govern­ 
mental plan. 
It is a time not to build up or emphasize 
differences of opinion but rather to emphasize a spirit of 
compromise. 
In legislative bodies of nation and state in 
these days men are putting aside a great many things, poli­ 
ticians are burying many differences of opinion just be­ 
cause of the larger things in view. The same thing should 
apply in this municipality. There is a call for local patriot­ 
ism. There is a call for men and women of this commun­ 
ity to set aside personal feeling and animosity and to look 
at city affairs in the clear light of reason. 
As has been suggested before in these columns, under 
the present conditions it is an entirely reasonable thing to 
suggest that no change in local government plan be made 
but that there be special application of the commission 
form to present local conditions. 
Men no doubt can be 
found— reputable business men— who would be willing to 
serve as mayor and commissioners without cost or at a 
merely nominal salary, in order to carry out the commis­ 
sion form idea. 
These men, serving in reality as trustees or commis­ 
sioners. could select one general superintendent for the 
city or could operate the city thru department heads re­ 
sponsible to them. 
In this way these commissioners or 
trustees would have responsibilities similar to members of 
the board of education, who have Supt. Perrin to look after 
intimate school affairs. 
They would hold the same posi­ 
tion that the trustees of Illinois college have with refer­ 
ence to college affairs, these trustees having designated 
Dr. Hammelkamp as the president of the college and su­ 
perintendent of its affairs. 
The same situation applies to 
Illinois Woman’s college, where Dr. Harker as the manag­ 
ing officer represents the trustees of the institution. 
The business affairs of the board of education, of Illi­ 
nois college and of Illinois Woman's college are all much 
larger than are the affairs of the city. 
A far greater 
| amount of money is handled by these colleges and by the 
I board of education. 
The persons t ho serve as trustees or 
J board members in the cases mein 
. . vd do so because of 
I their interest in the causes which they represent and be- 
: cause of the willingness to take co-operative action to for- 
| ward the interests of the various schools or institutions. 
Here in this city there is an empty treasury—one which 
is going to be empty for quite a long time to come. 
The 
call is for men to be found who are willing to serve their 
city and Iheir fellow citizens for a few years with only 
*: nominal financial compensation. 
A change to the alder­ 
manic form of government will not give relief from pres­ 
ent troubles. The thing to do is to retain the present for) 
get together in a war-time, patriotic, citv-loving way and 
co-operate to hold down the city's expenses, get out of debt 
and have revenues to measure up somewhere near ex­ 
penses.
